Some people think that Professor Einstein and all his the-i 


ories ought to be treated to a dose of medical ether. Be. that 
as it may, the ether long believed by scientists to pervade the 
universe is up for discussion again. 


The Einstein theory, ^whatever that may be—and most of 


us haven't found outryet—seemed to abolish the ether. That 
was very upsetting to scientists, because it spoiled their own 


v theories and seemed to knock the bottom out of the universe, 


and left light and electricity, including radio waves, without 
-anything to carry them. 


It makes some people nervous to Jhink of vibrations vibrat- 


ing in absolute vacuum and waves traveling through space 
that doesn't exist. So Professor D. C. Miller of Case School of 
Applied science, one of the Americans on whose experiments 
Ekiitein based his own figuring, has started out again on a still 
iiunt for the elusive ether. He has an ingenious machine which 
makes light travel around four corners many times in suc- 
cession, and punch a time clock every time it passes. That 
should show whether, as the earth'spins along- on its celestial 
circuit, it is spinning through ether or through nothing. 
If 


..through ether there ought to be a "drag" on those light .beams 
in one direction, duly recorded on the time clock. 


All of which is intensely interesting to scientific folk and also 


'to many pjeople who substitute imagination for exact knowl- 
edge. But as far as practical existence is concerned, its im- 
portance is zero. All our machinery will run just the same, and 
;the radio concert will also come in as usual, no matter what 
Professor Miller finds out.

Ancient America 


Wonderful reports continue coming in regarding the ancient 


civilization of the Western Hemisphere, as scientists pursue 
their researches along old ruins in remote regions. 


Records of the Mayas, who inhabited the Yucatan penin- 


sula and adjacent parts of Mexico, awaken special wonder. 
Their inscriptions have been deciphered, and their recorded 
history is seen to extend back at least as far as 613 B. C. when 
Greek civilization had not yet flowered and Rome was a little 
trading post on the Tiber. 


And did those Mayas really know anything worth while? 


Well, it develops that as long ago as that, they had attained 
enough astronimical knowledge to create a calendar which 
functioned without the loss of a single day for over 2000 years 
and broke down only when the Spaniards, with' their usual 
vandalism, same and destroyed the Mayan books and dis- 
persed the Mayan scholars. Their calendar seems to have 
been more nearly perfect than our own. They were good math- 
ematicians, though they counted by twenties instead of tens, 
as we do, and they had a better system of writing numbers 
than the Greeks or Romans ever devised. 


Turning now to South America, we learn from a returned 


American traveler who spent many months in the unexplored 
interior of that continent that there are Indian tribes there 
with a code of morals higher in maay respects "than ours, and 
religious and historical traditions going back to the time ot 
the great flood, parelling some of the Biblical accounts.

Automobile Taxes 


Some organizations of automobile owners are starting a 


drive on Congress to abolish the federal excise tax on motor 
cars and accessories. They complain that only half of the mon- 
ey collected from this source has been spent by the govern- 
ment on highways, and that the government with a treasury 
surplus, doesn't need the money anyway. Last year the col- 
lection amounted to $146,000,000 of which $72,000,000 was 
spent for roads. 


This tax like every other having its origin in war time ne- 


cessity, is doubtless annoying. Yet it may be hard to persuade 
congress to wipe it out at present. There will be a hundred 
plausible demands made of congress on the basis that surplus 
in the treasury. The majority of the people are interested in 
using it to lower income taxes and nuisance taxes, rather than 
to abolish a tax like the one in question, which is generally 
regarded rightly or wrongly, as a '"luxury tax, and Is not very 
burdensome to anyone. 


A better argument might be made for using the entire pro- 


ceeds of the tax on road-building, instead of only half of them. 
Good roads please the automobile owner and benefit every- 
body.

this port, leaking badly. A steam flre 
engine from the flre department was 
sent to the E. F, Sise & -Co. docks to. 
pump her out. It was on this occasion 
that '-Joe" Gorman met some mem- 
bers of the flre company and decided 
to give up the sea and reside in Ports- 
mouth. He joined, the local fire de- 
partment later doing duty at times 
oh the chemical engine and perman- 
ently with the supply wagon.
